Plan Outlined to Representative Body of Rate- 
payers of M.D. of Crown; Many Questions 
Show Keen Interest Taken in Project 


A thorough discussion of the plans, finances and managing arrange- 
ments of the proposed Community Hospital in Lacombe took place at a 
ratepayers’ meeting’ of the Municipal District of Crown, held in Spruce- 
ville Hall Tuesday night. J. M. Southward was elected chairman of the 
meeting and Gordon Flack acted in the capacity of recording secretary. 
Over 30 ratepayers of the municipality were present. ~ 

A. M. Campbell, chairman of the present Hospital Board, was the first 
speaker. He told of the necessity for a new, better-equipped and more up- 
to-date Hospital, and of the successful working of the plan under which 
the proposed hospital would be*

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built, by a similar hospital in the 
city of Wetaskiwin. Figures from 
the Wetaskiwin Community Hos- 
pital were quoted to demonstrate 
the splendid financial standing of 
that instiution, 

Mr. Campbell also stated that the 
fixtures, beds, etc., of the present 
hospital would be turned over to 
the new hospital should the pro- 
ject go through, which with assets 
of the present hospital, including 
bad debts. and uncollected accounts 
and also value of the assessed fix- 
tures, would total between $12,000 
and $13,000. 

Reeve Hueppelheuser Speaks 

Q. W. Hueppelheuser, Reeve of the 
Municipality, spoke of the trip to 
Wetaskiwin and the thought he had 
given to the financial standing of 
the Municipal District of Crown. 
He informed the ratepayers that 
they would be called upon. to bear 
two-thirds of the. cost of this hos- 
pital, a sum which would amount 
to $20,000. On checking up the 
assessment of the Municipal District, 
Mr. Hueppelheuser figured the tax 
needed to raise this sum would 
amount to 5-9 mills per year, which 
he stated would amount to a tax of 
$1.39 a year for 15 years on an 
assessment of $2500. Referring again 
to the financial standing of the 
Municipality, the Reeve claimed he 
the Muni- 
not. easily

Municipal District of Crown and 
Town of Lacombe, then added a few 
words to those of the other speak- 
ers, mainly in regard to the legal 
aspect of the undertaking. He ex- 
plained that the Municipal District 
was not advised to issue debentures, 
and for that reason the Town of 
Lacombe would issue debentures in 
the full amount of the $30,000 and 
at. fhe same time enter into an 
agreement with the Municipality of 
Crown, whereby the Municipality 
acknowledges indebtedness iin the 
project in the sum of $20,000, should 
this hospital plan be accepted by 
the ratepayers. 

' Not Binding 

Mr. McCormick made it quite clear 
that the recommendations of the in- 
vestigating committee regarding the 
location, size, site, etc., of the hos- 
pital are not binding. 

The new Hospital Board, to be 
formed if this 


ters pertaining to the erection, site, 
size, etc. Mr. McCormick explained 
that criticism had been heard ‘from 
different quarters regarding certain 
particulars. regarding the building 
of the hospital. Before any details 
can be looked after, the ratepayers 
of the Town and Municipality must 
agree to the expenditure of money 
in the amount of $30,000. 

Mr. McCormick also made it quite 
clear that “at the present time this 
is the issue—whether or not the 
people are willing to expend this 
sum of money on a hospital.” After 
the expenditure has been accepted 
by the ratepayers, then is the time 
to decide the question of size, loca- 
tion, etc. 

Between speakers, several ques- 
tions ‘were asked by the various 
ratepayers. Some of the main ques- 
tions and answers were: 

uestions Are Answered 

Q—H. Tyrell — Where is the 
money coming from to buy new 
equipment, fixtures, etc. 

A.A. M. Campbell—The money 
for equipping ‘and outfitting the 
hospital will be available from the 
assets of the present Hospital Board; 
many of the fixtures in the old hos- 
pital: are adaptable and will be used 
in the new one. 

Q—H..Tyrell—If there is a defi- 
cit in the operation of the hospital, 
will the Municipal District be re- 
sponsible for 66 2-3% of that deficit? 

A—J. 8. McCormick—A deficit is 
certainly not expected, but, the pos- 
sibility of one is looked after in the 
agreement between the Municipal 
and the Town. 

. Proudfoot—Is there any 
clause in the Municipal Act that for- 
bids the ratepayers of the Muni- 
cipality of Crown voting on this 
hospital without first receiving a 
petition of 15°per cent of the rate- 
payers calling for a plebiscite?

Fifleen per cent of the ratepay- 
ers’ signatures are needed on this 
petition ‘(equal to approximately 
255 names) before the vote can 
be taken.

in the additional knowledge which is being gained as a result of field work 
supported by improved scientific aid. 

* «It is true that to date neither natural gas nor petroleum has been 
found in commercial quantities in Manitoba and that in Saskatchewan gas 
of adequate flow has been located definitely in only one field, that at Lloyd- 
minster on the. Alberta border, and no petroleum in paying quantities. 

In Alberta while natural gas has been in use for a number of years 

,as a supply for the larger centres, the rock pressure has decreased alarm-_| 
ingly as a result of wastage and it is only in recent months that heavy | 
‘crude petroleum containing all the desirable by-products has been Idcated | 
in paying: quantities.

Lighter machinery such as mowers, 
rakes, planters, cultivators, weeders, 
manure spreaders, potato machinery 
and the like, would appear to be} 
particu’arly suitable to rubber tires! 
since they may be operated at higher 
speeds than used at present with the 
standard steel wheels or with less 
wheel damage to the crop. 

Some machines such as the plow 
and one way disc are dependent upon! 
their wheels, for controlling the uni- 
formity of depth and may not be as 
satisfactory on rubber tires as on 
the rigid steel wheels. 

Since the cost of rubber tires, 
special wheels and replacements are, 
as yet, fairly high and since. most 
farm machines are used only a few 
days each per year, the successful 
application of rubber tires to farm 
machinery would appear to depend 
upon the adoption of a standard 
wheel which may be used on a num- 
ber of different implements, allowing 
the farmer to change the tires and 
wheels from one machine to anothr, 
with the least trouble, according to 
the season of the year. 

Some definite advances are being | 
made in this direction and many 
farm implements are now being 
offered to the farmer equipped with 
pneumatic rubber tires. In the near 
future many more implements may 
be rubber equipped and it will be 
well for the farmer buying such 
equipment to get as nearly a uniform 
size of tire as possible to reduce his 
replacement costs.

Farmers growing Garnet wheat, 
said Dr. McCalla, were actually de- 
grading it to get it into No. 3 Nor- 
thern where a better price was paid. 
Although separate grades had been 
created when Garnet wheat was 
barred from No. 1 and No. 2 Northern 
grades, the objective was defeated 
by farmers getting it into No. 3 


Northern instead of the separate 
Garnet grades. 
In fairness to all, said Dr. Mc- 


Calla, he suggested Garnet wheat be 
barred from No. 1, 2, 3 and 4 
Northern and that separate No. 3 
and No. 4 C.W. Garnet grades be 
added to the present No. 1 and No. 
2 C.W. Garnet grades. 

Dr. McCalla agreed with Mr. Jus- 
tice Turgeon that the segregation of 
Garnet might mean eventual disap- 
pearance of the variety from the 
western plains. The recommendation 
for segregation was actually directed | 
as discouraging production of Garnet, 
said Hon. J. L. Ralston, K.C., Mont- 


real, commission counsel, and adie 
McCalla agreed. 
Alberta, chiefly in the northern 


areas, produced about 50 per cent. of | 
the Garnet wheat in the Canadian 
crop, with Saskatchewan next and 
Manitoba contributing only a small| 
amount, Dr. McCalla said. Most of 
the Garnet product in Saskatchewan | 
was grown north of Saskatoon, he} 
said. 

There was no evidence that the 
protein content of wheat in any dis- 
trict or area of Canada was decreas- 
ing, said Dr. McCalla. An expan- 
sion of the wheat” growing area 
northward, he added, might bring 
about a decline in quality. Northern 
wheat was generally of a poorer 
quality than southern prairie wheat, 
he said. 

Dr. McCalia agreed with L. W. 
Brockington, K.C., Winnipeg, coun- 
sel for the Northwest Grain Dealers’ 
Association, that there was a de- 
mand for low protein wheat. If Can- 
ada also was going to produce the 
weaker wheats, then they should be 
so labelled, said Dr. McCalla. He 
pointed out Canada’s big business 
was in meeting demands for high 
quality wheat for blending purposes. 

His recommendation for segrega- 
tion of Garnet, chefly grown in the 
north, might adversely affect north- 
ern farmers. “But it is high time 
somebody talked about the poor 
southern farmer who in selling No. 
3 Northern is carrying the northern 
farmer,” he added. The proposal, he 
added, would benefit all producers as 
a class.

Adopting New Standards 
Britain Using Latest Hygienics in| 
Bacon Curing Plants 


Britain's 6500 bacon factories are 
adopting new standards of hygiene. 
High-powered hoses daily wash down 
slaughter-house and factory with hot 
water. Walls and ceiling are sprayed 
with disinfectant. All workers scrub 
their hands and arms before begin- 
ning and after leaving off work. 

A pamphlet issued by the Bacon 
Development Board explains it is not 
just a question of cleanliness. It is 
a matter of dealing correctly with 
bacteria; and bacteria have to be 
handled thoughtfully if flavor is to 
be preserved. 

These micro-organisms must be 
alowed to do their work; but they 
cannot be allowed to work too hard. 
Too short or too long-lived bacteria 
spoil the bacon’s flavor. Denmark 
discovered that years ago. 

Having finished their beneficient 
career, the bacteria end their riotous 
little day in a weak solution of 
sodium hpochlorite. It destroys 6,- 
000,000 to the square inch in five 
minutes.

Agricultural experts scanned op- 
timistically indications prairie farni- 
ers this year will increase their 
wheat acreage and that western 
grain fields so far Hive enjoyed more 
precipitation than a year ago. 

Rising prices, shrinking world sup- 
plies and growing needs of Wer. | 
frightened European nations have) 
given rise to belief barring unfore-| 
seen adverse factors the nation’s) 
grain growers should enjoy a more) 
profitable season than last year. | 

Officials hoped prospect of  in- 
creased demand would result in sow- | 
ing this year of considerably more} 
than the 25,289,000 acres that last 
summer produced 229,218,000 bushels, | 
smallest crop since 1919. 

Increased world demand for wheat 
was shown in figures from the Do-| 
minion Bureau of Statistics giving 
the average weekly world shipments, 
at 12,000,000 bushels for the first 35 
weeks of the crop year which start-| 
ed last Aug. 1. 

This compared with an average of! 
9,700,000 bushels in the correspond- 
ing period last year. North Ameri-| 
can shipments, almost exclusively | 
Canadian, have averaged 4,400,000; 
weekly compared with 4,000,000 last | 
year. 

Greater average increases have 
been shown in shipments from two 
other important exporting areas. 
Argentina’s average has risen from 
1,600,000 to 3,500,000 bushels a week 
and those of the Danubian countries 
from 500,000 to 1,600,000 weekly. 
Australia’s average, however, drop- 
ped from 2,300,000 to 2,000,000 
bushels. 

Canada exported up to April 2 a! 
total of 142,032,024 bushels compared 
with 136,411,424 during the corre-| 
sponding period last year. Overseas 
clearances at 106,408,950 were about | 
5,000,000 bushels higher than a year 
before.

For newcomers in the business it 
would not be amiss if the brooder| 
was operated for two or three days) 
prior to the arrival of the chicks, 
the poultryman would then be sure 
of maintaining a uniform tempera- 
ture. ‘ 

Brooding is the process of taking 
baby chicks from an incubator tem- 
perature of 100 degrees, and provid- 
ing suitable brooder room conditions 
that will properly “harden off’’ the 
chicks until they are able to look) 
after themselves. It must be remem- 
bered that the only protection baby 
chicks have is the soft down that 
covers them. A constant heat is 
thus necessary to keep them healthy | 
and growing. 

Experimental work at the Uni-| 
versity of New Hampshire | 
demonstrated that a cool room stim-! 
ulates feather growth; chicks can, 
also stand a low room temperature 
provided that an adequate source of 
heat is supplied by the brooder in a 
restricted area.

In his cable from London telling 
that the salary of Mr. Baldwin is to 
be fixed by statute at $50,000 a year, 
George Hambleton said of the meas- 
ure: 


“For the first time it will give 
statutory recognition to the posi- 
tion of Prime Minister.” 


This, we imagine, will surprise a 
great many. Yet the fact is that 
the office or post of “Prime Min- 
ister’? has never been recognized by 
the British constitution. It is not 
recognized, for that matter, by the 
Canadian constitution. The words 
“Prime Minister” do not appear in 
the B.N.A. Act. 

It was the younger Pitt who ac- 
customed Britain to the office, if not 
to the name. He declared, indeed, 
that “there should be’an avowed and 
real minister, possessing the chief 
weight in the council, and the prin- 
cipal place in the confidence of the 
King. In that respect there can be 
no rivalry or division of power.” Yet 
as late as 1829 it couid still be said 
in the British Parliament that ‘the 
constitution abhors the idea of a 
prime minister; nothing could be 
more mischievous or unconstitutional 
than to recognize by act of Parlia- 
ment the existence of such an office.” 
It“was not, in fact, until 1905 that 
anything like such recognition was 
granted, and even then the prime 
minister was merely known to the 
law as somebody who had precedence 
next to the Archbishop of York. 

In Canada, of course, the office of 
the Prime Minister, with the author- 
ity and traditions surrounding _ it, 
has simply followed British develop- 
ments. Mr. King is paid his salary 
as Prime Minister. He is head of 
the cabinet, is a direct link between 
the cabinet and the crown, can dis- 
miss a minister for disagreement 
with cabinet policy, advises the rep- 
resentative of the sovereign in such 
matters as the choice of his succes- 
sor.

MOTORISTS PROTEST TAX 
INCREASE ON GASOLINE 

Throughout Canada and the U.S. 
protests of motorists over the ex- 
orbitant taxes imposed upon them 
are becoming more and more vigor- 
ous. 

These taxes were imposed for the 
purpose of building and maintain- 
ing roads, although most govern- 
ments refused to earmark motor 
revenues definitely for highway 
purposes. 

In most of the States and Prov- 
inces, motorists have actually paid 
larger sums than have been spent 
on road building and maintenace. In 
most cases also the governments 
“bought on credit and sold for cash.” 
That is, they took fhe motor rev- 
enues into current account and 
spent them for general purposes, 
but borrowed the greater part of 
the money spent on _ roads, thus 
building up a huge bonded debt. 

This combination of debt building 
and unfortunately in some cases ex- 
travagance, was bad enough in nor- 
mal times. But when the depression 
arrived, governments promptly

Maurice Menard, known in France 
as “the man without. a country”, 
finally has solved the 21-year-old 
mystery of his identity. 
~ Menard, apparently a war orphan, 
was too young when captured by 
Germans to remember his full name, 
his identity or nationality. He re- 
members vaguely the disappearance 
of his mother and his life in a Ger- 
man concentration camp for foreign 
children. From there he. was trans- 
ferred to Switzerland. He could re- 
member his last name but not his 
first, so people called him Louis. 

When he grew up he became & 
sub-officer in a. Swiss infantry reg!+ 
ment. The mystery of his true iden- 
tity haunted him and he decided to 
return to France. He was arrested, 
for French authorities said that if he 
considered himself French he had no 
right to escape military service. He 
was court-martialled and acquitted 
of desertion and then called into ser- 
vice. 

After lengthy investigation he 
finally got in touch with the French 
consul at Liverpool who was able to 
send him his birth certificate and 
clear up the mystery of his identity.

Award Scholarships 
National Research Council Announce 
Awards Worth $27,500 
The national research council an- 
nounced award of 47 scholarships 
worth $27,500 for the fiscal year 
1937-38. They were given to en- 
courage post-graduate training in 
scientific research, chiefly in gradu- 
ate schools of Canadian universities. 
The scholarships include five 
special ones, three of which are 
worth $1,000 each and two $750; 
three fellowships at $700 each; 12 
studentships at $600 each and 27 

bursaries at $500 each. 

The five special scholarships are 
tenable in the national research 
laboratories at Ottawa and will en- 
able the holders, all of whom have 
done post-graduate research at uni- 
versities, to gain experience in indus- 
trial research before engaging in 
commercial work. 

Chemistry heads the list with 25 
scholarships, physics second with 12 
and biology next with four. There 
are two in genetics and one each in 
botany, geology, mathematics and 
mechanical engineering. 

Applications were received from 
graduates of 18 Canadian univers- 
ities and the awards will enable the 
holders to work in the following uni- 
versities: Dalhousie, Laval, McGill, 
University de Montreal, Queen’s, 
Toronto, Western Ontario and Sas- 
katchewan.

A Literary Prisoner 


Trotsky Spends Many Hours Daily 
Working On His Book 

Strong, hot tea is the sole stimu- 
lant which Leon Trotsky, former 
Soviet war lord, now in exile at 
Coyoacan, Mexico, takes to sustain 
him on the 10 to 12-hour daily (in- 
cluding Sundays) literary marathon 
which he has undertaken and which 
has made him perhaps’ North 
America’s first “literary prisoner.” 
He is so busy dictating to his two 
male secretaries a 100,000-word opus 
about the recent Moscow trials and 
other literary works that he hasn’t 
had time to leave his abode for a 
month, 

Trotsky’s sole recreation is stroll- 
ing in the inner garden of the house, 
that of Diego Pivera, revolutionary 
painter, doing a little miscellaneous 
reading — Mexican and American 
newspapers and a few European 
journals, and literary magazines, 
listening briefly to radio music, and 
chatting with his wife and secre- 
taries, who are almost as_ closely 
confined prisoners as he. 

Trotsky's refuge is continually 
guarded by eight uniformed police- 
-|men and from 10 to 12 detectives, 
all heavily armed. All persons and 
vehicles who approach are scru- 
tinized. Only those who are known 
to the household or who have authen- 
tic credentials are admitted, and only 
a very few can see Trotsky himself.

They are for all 
practical purposes unbreakable, as 
well as being half the weight of 
glass, and having certain optical 
properties which are stated to be 
superior to glass.

British Broadcasting Corporation 
Sees Necessity Of Empire 
Service 7 

Urging necessity fer development 
of Empire services in television was 
emphasized in the annual report of 
the British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion. 

The report pointed out that unless 
the remaining 25 per cent. of the 
next proceeds of the current license 
issues was made available by the 
Treasury the developments could not 
be carried out without detriment to 
other services. At present only 75 
per cerft. of the license funds are 
given to the Corporation. 

Progress of the Empire services 
would probably be dictated by fac-| 
tors outside the Corporation’s con- | 
trol, the report stated. It was hoped 
all three of the new transmitters at 
Daventry Empire station would be 
in operation early in the summer. ! 
Empire transmitters showed an in- 
creased use of 16,577 hours as com- 
pared with 11,662 hours. in the pre- 
vious years. 

The report contemplated comple- 
tion of the regional. scheme of dis- 
tribution of television by the erection 
of new and replacing of old trans- 
mitters and the construction and ex- 
tension of office and studio premises. 

The year’s balance sheet showed 
income to be $14,767,335, an increase 
of 2,404,485 over the previous year.

Novel Cold Air Treatment 


Doctor Claims It Is Successful In 
Pneumonia Cases 


Lives of hundreds of children suf- 
fering from acute primary pneu- 
monia are reported to have been 
saved by a novel cold air treatment 
introduced by Dr. H. L. Wallace, of 
the Royal Edinburgh hospital for 
sick children. 

Writing in the current issue of the 
British Medical Journal, Dr. Wallace 
says; 

‘During recent years it has been 
the practice in one of the wards of 
the hospital to submit every case of 
pneumonia on admission to an in- 
tensive open-air régime. 

“This is carried out irrepective of 
the season of the year or of weather 
conditions, with one exception of fog, 
each child being placed on the wind- 
ward side of the ward beside a 
widely-opened window so that the 
cold air without plays directly on the 
child’s face.” 

An essential precaution is that 
the patient should be warmly clad to 
prevent chilling, the face being the 
only part of the body exposed to the 
air. All cases of pneumonia are 
thus treated, both day and night, un- 
til the temperature falls and re- 
mains at a normal level. 

Dr. Wallace says this rigorous 
method of treatment has been thor- 
oughly tested in more than 300 cases. 
The impression of physicians and 
nurses attached to the ward, he 
writes, is that exposure to a moving 
current of cold air is the means of 
saving lives in childdren of all ages 
afflicted with an acute, primary form 
of the disease. It brings comfort to 
the patient, aids appetite and helps 
to render unnecessary other forms of 
treatment which might prove ex- 
hausting to a young child.

Control Of Wild Oats 


Delayed Seeding Of Orop And Early 
Cultivation Bring Results 

During the years 1929 to 1934 Re- 
ward wheat averaged 23:2 bushels 
per acre on summerfallow and 17.25 
bushels per acre on stubble land on 
an area infested with wild oats in 
the Experimental Farm at Indian 
Head, Saskatchewan. This excellent 
result was obtained by delaying the 
seeding of wheat and destroying 
some of the wild oats before seeding. 

Reward wheat, which is an early” 
maturing variety of wheat, was seed- 
ed as late as May 25th with good 
success. This late seeding permitted 
the killing of a crop of wild oats by 
cultivation before the Reward wheat 
was seeded. 

Shallow after-harvest cultivation 
to encourage the germination and 
spring cultivation to kill wild oats, 
coupled with the seeding of early 
|maturing grain crops, such as Re- 
ward wheat, is one of the most 
effective methods of controlling this 
| weed. 

Other crops which may be used for 
deferred seeding are barley and oats 
for green feed. 
| The duck foot cultivator was found 
to be a very satisfactory implement 
for after-harvest and spring work in 
the control of wild oats.

Man’s Physical Appearance 
A declaration that inbreeding can 
and does produce healthy and vigor- 
ous descendants offered <anthropol- 

ogists a fertile field of discussion. 
~ Dr. Harry L. Shapiro, of New 
York, pointed to the descendants of 
the famous mutineers of H.M.S.

from stigmata of degeneracy” after} 


generations of inter-marriage. 

Modernized foods were blamed by 
Dr. Weston A. Price, Cleveland scien- 
tist, for changes in civilized man’s 
physical appearance. , 

Dr. Price based his contention upon 
a long study of the food and teeth 
of primitive racial stocks, 

He found that primitive racial 
stocks “‘lose their immunity to tooth 
decay and to associated degener- 
ations’ at their zone of contact with 


modern civilization as they adopt 
modern foods, “including white flour, 
sugar, polished rice and canned) 
goods.”’

CHAPTER II. 


It was early in the spring of 1847 
that I first got to know that young 
girl's family, as I played around the 
Tavern Tyrone at Toronto. It is a 
long journey back, indeed, from life's 
end to the little boy at the starting 
of it. 

My family were of the poor Irish. 
A sailing vessel, returning to Que- 
bec for timber, that year called at 
an Irish port to load its decks, as 
cheap cargo, with famished and 
wasted emigrants on their wild flight 
from the famine and the plague. 
Woe’s me! Unspeakable were the 
miseries of that long, tempest-tossed 
voyage in a filthy, fever-stricken 
ship. Half its human cargo were 
buried at sea; and as the vessel sail- 
ed past Father’s Point, the waters 
of the St. Lawrence for miles be- 
hind were strewn with bedding toss- 
ed overboard by sailors making the 
decks ship-shape for port. As a flat 
scow was being towed slowly up the 
river near Prescott, my poor father 
was stricken down. He went under 
shallow earth quickly without bene- 
fit of clergy. My mother wailed 
after the manner of Irish women, 
and counted her silver. It was a 
handful of coppers she had, with a 
few sixpenny bits and a shilling. A 
steamboat brought the widow Slater 
and her small son to Toronto. How 
fortunate it was she had only one 
child. 

My mother took lodgings with Mr. 
Michael O‘Hogan in a small frame 
house that still stands, in tottering 
decay, on the east side of York 
Street, a few doors down from 
Richmond Street. Our living quart- 
ers were upstairs in a small back 
bedroom, which we shared with a 
large family. She was only a slip 
of a girl, and she was one of them 
black Irish. You know what I 
mean? There was the mop of raven 
hair, the swarthy skin and a touch 
of down on the lip.

Some of the 
immigrants brought little gear with 
them, but they had plenty of hatreds 
and ugly suspicions packed in their 
settlers’ effects as they crossed the 
ocean. ‘ : 

A few days after my mother and 
I arrived, I knocked up an acquaint- 
ance with a young lad by the name 
of Jack Trueman, whose father kept 
the Tavern Tyrone, a small public 
house on the south side of Queen 
Street, just around the second corner. 
He was a man of great strength both 
in deed and word. When his temper 
was stirred, he tossed his beard 
about with his hand; and he could 
bandy great oaths with the best of 
men. John Trueman was a teetotal- 
ler, and always wore a boiled shirt. 
Jack told me he wore it to bed. Him- 
self was a stalky, middle-aged man; 
and no doubt he died in the honest | 
belief that he had always been the, 
complete master of his household. 
The family were Protestants, and at- 
tended the Church of St. George the 
Martyr, on John Street. The tavern 
was a decent, tidy, well-kept lodg- 
ing place; and those who frequented 
the small tap-room facing the street 
were Irishmen whose views agreed 
with those held by Himself of the 
boiled shirt. He had a tart, bitter 
tongue for the views of all others;

If getting along agreeably with 
young Trueman was sometimes a 
problem for me, young Jack often 
had occasion to scratch h‘s head over 
problems of his own. His father was 
a stern, arbitrary man of harsh tem- 
per, -d sorely set on ruling his son. 
Many a good beating he gave the 
boy. One morning I was viewing one 
of these affairs from the corner of 
the alley. Jack was hollering blue 
murder. 

His mother, Sarah, a quiet, kindly 
woman, and a simple soul after all, 
stepped out into the yard to do 
something about it. 

“Are you aware, Sir,” she remon- 
strated, “that you are beating the 
boy unmercifully?”

Upper Canada had the spirit 
and turn of mind of a small crown 
colony. It had been founded by 
families who suffered on the king’s 
side in the old colonies. It had jus- 
tified its very existence as a protest 
against American ways and methods. 
It had grown slowly, leaning heavily 
on England for spiritual and _ eco- 
nomic support. But free trade in 
England had recently knocked the 
prop from under the Canadian flour 
barrel, There was the smell, more- 
over, of radical political changes in 
the local air.

It was a creepy tale of plotted 
murder they told.

For fifty years the fate of William 
Morgan was discussed, on and off 
and pro and con, before every fireside 
in Upper Canada. 

Morgan, it appeared, claimed to be 
a Free Mason from Canada, and a 
lodge at Rochester was careless and 
let him in. He proposed to get out a 
book divulging the secrets of the 
craft. A hot story was promised the 
gullible public. 


The local craftsmen at Rochester 
were greatly disturbed. They took 
immediate action, and as Masonry 
had great influence in New York 
State, Morgan was arrested on a 
trumped-up charge of petty larceny 
and bundled off to an outside town. 
The charge fell down; but Morgan 
was kept in goal because he could 
not put up a bond for $2.65, 

On the night of Tuesday, Septem- 
ber 26th, 1826, someone paid the debt 
for him and he was released. Direct- 
ly in front of the gaol, he was gag- 
ged and thrown into a closed carri- 
age. He was afterwards locked up in 
the stone block-house facing the 
parade ground of the American fort 
at Niagara. He lay in an underground 
apartment used for storing ammuni- 
tion.

In Janu- 
ary, 1827, Edward Sawyer and two 
other members of the craft, pleaded 
guilty in New York State “to con- 
spiring to seize and carry William 
Morgan from_ gaol to, foreign parts 
and there continually to secrete and 
imprison him.'’ Sawyer was given a 
month in gaol. 

The other side of the story was 
that Morgan had been helped to run 
away to Canada to avoid his credi- 
tors.

“if the said William Morgan was 
alive, why did they not produce the 
man and save their ugly faces?”

Offhand, he decided he would 
like to own a boy who lived round 
an interesting place like that. So 
the two of them struck up a bar- 
gain on the spot—at least they 
thought they did. There was a mu- 
tual misunderstanding so complete 
that things worked out all right. 

One June day, we were down to 
the foot of Berkeley Street to see a 
double hanging; and that surely was 
one glorious well-filled day. There 
was a high stone wall clear around 
the prison which stood close to the 
bay shore; and the Fair Grounds lay 
open to the west. Two men, Turney 
and Hamilton, were to be hanged on 
a Tuesday morning. To give the 
public a tidy view of the drops, both 
before and after taking, a double 
gallows had been built facing the 
Fair Grounds and high on top of the 
prison wall. 

Before the early risers were abroad, 
hundreds of heavy farm carts and 
lumbering wains came creaking into 
town with their loads of merry, holi- 
day-making country folk from far 
and near. Along the muddy roads 
came also bands of stalky farm lads, 
faring stoutly on foot, with stick in 
hand and bag on back, stepping 
down 80 miles or so to see the do- 
ings. Two men were to be killed by 
the law in the morning as an ex- 
ample to the public; and the schools 
throughout the district were closed 
that the children might benefit by so 
valuable a lesson in morals and good 
living. That day the taverns of 
Toronto did a stirring business. 

“Your soul to the devil!” said 
young Jack to me. “Let us hooray 
down and see the necks stretched.” 


The hangings had been set for ten 
o'clock in the mornng; but an hour 
ahead of time there was a good- 
natured ‘throng of thousands jostling 
one another before the grim prison 
walls. It was the sort of crowd one 
sees nowadays at a big country fall 
fair. Neighbors were greeting neigh- 
bors, and joshing over local affairs. 
Men carried their liquor well in 
those days; and, of course, mothers 
had brought the young children in 
their arms. What else could the 
poor dears do? 

A stir among the men on the 
prison walls told us the death pro- 
cession was coming. A hush of awed 


expectancy fell upon the great 
throng. And this gaping crowd, 
stirred with thoughts of human 


slaughter, was standing in the most 
humane and tolerant colony Europe 
ever established beyond the seas! 
New England had been developed by 
the labor of convicts transported to 
be sold as serfs on an auction block. 
We are often told of the Mayflower 
landing the Pilgrim Fathers on the 
Plymouth Rock. Oh yes! But we hear 
little of the fact that for a century 
every other merchant ship touching 
a New England port landed a cargo 
of convicts on the Pilgrim Fathers. 
The outposts of those colonies were 
pushed westward by rough frontiers- 
men who murdered as they went on 
frolics of their own. The southern 
colonies were developed by slave 
labor, and the full wages of that 
slavery have not yet been paid. One 
of the first laws passed in Upper 
Canada in 1793, provided for the 
abolition of slavery; and in dealing 
with another human, there has never 
been a time or place in Canada, save 
in her wretched prisons, that any 
man could with impunity make his 
will a Jaw to itself.
